Whenever there is a prospect of 
a fight Dhole Sam always lias lots of 
boys and men come forward to en- 
list in his navy, in limes of pe 
which is most of the time — the sup- 
ply is rather short, for comparative 
ly few hoys choose the navy as a 
cateer and not, as a spasmodic 
chance lo seek adventure. 

Yet, as organised to-day, it is a 

career, and a very pleasant one, in 
which aVOUngsterof fair education, 
good habits, and Industry can climb 
to the very top of the pile. 1 mean 
j«tst, that — to the very lop. There 
is no reason now why a boy may 
not become the admiral of Mie navy, 
even if be cannot get an appoint- 
ment to Annapolis. Three lads 
have already been appointed to 
commission rank solely by their 
own efforts, without, the advantage 
of a naval academy . training, and 
more will Certainly follow. 

The way GO start on this career is 
to enlist as an apprentice in Ihe 
navy. Everybody can net enlist, of 
course. To do so a boy must lie 
between fifteen and seventeen years 
of aire, of good physical and mental 
condition, and niusi haveai least a 
primary education, lie must also 

be ol "good repute": this doesn't 
mean that he must be good\ -goody, 
but it does mean that he must have 
ft reputation as a straightforward, 
manly fellow. I'ncle Sam doesn't 
want nolly coddles, and he doesn't 
want bad boys, the navy is no long- 
er a dumping ground for youngsters 
whose parents can't get along with 
I hem. 

Once enlisted, the boy 
aboard a training ship where, for 
four years he goes to school — tia- 
veltng school that takes him all 
over the world and pays hint a salary 
besides — *9 a month the first year, 
♦ 15 ii month the second, and $'il a 
month the third. Of course, he 

doesn't get much of this in actual 

cash, as the cost of his clothes and 

outfit is obarged against it. if ho is 
careless and has to renew his things 

often he Will not have much pocket 
money; if he is careful he will have 
more. It, all depends on himself. 
Alter a while he is graduated and 
goes Into the navy an an able sea- 
man. lie knows the whole duty of 
the man before the mast, and has 
an education, too, that few sailors, 
except former apprentices like him- 
self, have. He may stay in " A B " 
to the end of his life, of course, but 
as a rule he doesn't— nol if he has 

the right sort of staff In him If he 

is ambitions he can win promotion to 
be a " petty" officer, and later to be 
a " warrant" officer, both of them 
mighty good billets. 

If, however, he has shown axtra 
ability tit his training school he may 
ho ordered tO the nunnery school at 
(he navy yard in Washington for 

training in gunnery. This school 

is only about twenty years old, hut 
its graduates were the " men behind 
the nuns" who did much magni- 
ficent work at Santiago and Manila. 

Il is only these graduates who have, 
so far, attained to commission lank, 
though doubtless other warrant 
officers will follow in course of

You may remember Squeor's 
" DothebOya" school in one of Dic- 
kens' stories The method at that 
school was intensely practical: when

A modern man-of war is a most 
complicated piece of machinery, 

and thorough expert knowledge is 
necessary to prevent it from being 
blown sky-high ; so Uncle Sam is 
very careful in training the men 
who are to manage it. 

When he leaves Newport he soon 
becomes a gunner, the highest war- 
rant rank in the navy. From this

ARTICLE VI! Loml 
of the Society.

their By-laws lo ihe Secretary of 

the Society. 

Section ill. Such Local Branoh- 
es shall be governed by a com- 
mittee, consisting of a Chairman, a 
Secretary ami a Treasurer, all of 

whom shall he subject to the ap 

proval of the President of the 

Society. 

Section iv Bach Local Branch 

may, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, create an Kxpense Fund out 
of which to defray all legitimate 

expenses of said Branch, 
Section Y Local Branohes 

may collect money lor special pur- 
poses oilier than the Kxpense 

Fund, but all such funds collected 
shall he turned over to and reported 
through the Treasurer of the Society 

and disbursed by him according to 

instructions. They shall have the 

right lo designate the objects for 
which they desire their moil, 
ponded, on approval of Ihe Presi 
dent of tin- Society. No money 
collected foi the use of the society 
by any branch s^all lie used to de 
flay the expenses of any delegate 
to any convention.

There is not a wharfboat man,

George Webster, the deaf and 
dumb watchman on the packet 

Steamer, Keystone State. Webster 
is a native of Kacino, Ohio and 
there lie has spent all the 60 years 
of his life except when he has been 
on one of the boats. 

As a watchman he is a success. 

Robbed by nature of the power of 
speech and hearing, his sense of 
touch has been developed lo ft most 
remarkable degree. When he is on 
the boat at night, no strange foot 
can he sol upon her planks but 
what the intrusion is instantly de- 
tected by him and the person 
promptly located, no maltoi how 
they may endea vor to elude 
his sharp eyes. Kven when he is 
asleep, if he is on duty as watchman, 
the least unusual sound is communi- 
cated to him in some way an<l Ii • is 
instantly awake ami ready to 
defend the property of his em- 
ployers. 

Webster has been deafens] dumb 

since early childhood. He lost his 
hearing as the result of an attack 
of measles, and the loss of speech 
followed in the course of a few 
months. There is not, a single word 
thai he is able to articulate, yet the 
members of the crew can carry on a 
lengthy conversation with him and 
thoroughly understand and inter- 
pret everything he wishes to com- 
municate by menus of a complete 
sign language which ho himself lias 
'.mi ill up. 

Webslei is an ardent Federalist, 
as against, thr Confederates. He 
was a sufferer at the hands of Con- 
federate raiders during the Civil 
and his hatred for the " Lost 
Cause" is still deep and abiding 
During thai OODftiot, the ranger, 
and his men made a dash through 
the little town of Racine one day. 
Webster was walking along th« vil- 
lage street and of one Morgan's 
troopers called upon him lo halt. 
Being prefoetly deaf lie did not hear 

the peremptory order and continued 
his way. The Hooper Immediately 

raised his rilieaml shot him through 
the body. For ft long lime th< 
liiu Struggled. With death but finally 
iceovered. Previous to that epi- 
sode he had taken no side in Hie 
controversy between the North and 
the South After that he became 
an ardent Unionist, and there was 
nothing he would not do and no 
i he would not dare to harm 
iiise which had so nearly rob 
bed him of life.

We append herewith a clipping 
from a local daily that will explain 
i I self :— 

"The William Wolverlon tract 
of land containing ?<i '••;> acres, and 
lying in Washington township, 
directly north of the State Pair 
Q rounds and east of the tracks of 
I he Monun, has been bought for the 
site of the now Indiana Institution 
for the Education of the Deaf. 

The purchase pi ice was 131,386, 
or an amount a little greater than 
allowed by law, 1400 an acre, the 
additional amount having been 
made up by farmers living around 
the Wolverton tract. According to 

Richard O.Johnson, superintendent 

of the institution, actual work of 
building will not begin until next 
fall, as a great deal of preliminary 
work is to be done. It is thought 
that the institution will be built ou 
the cottage plan, and the commis- 
sion will have about 1883,000 to 
spend on the building of the insti- 
tution. 

" Directly adjoining this trad 
bought on the west is the Oliver 
Johnson tract, containing 160 acres. 
The commission from the start 
wished to buy this tract, but the 
price placed on it by the owner 
$1,000 an acre —was too high for the 
commission to pay. It is now 
thought, however, that after the 
original purchase is made in ac- 
cordance with the law as to maxi- 
mum price paid for the land, the 
board of trustees of the institution 
will buy some of the Johnson land 
at the price demanded. This land 

is valuable because it faces the ex- 
tension ol Central avenue, the south 
boundary of the land being Forty- 
second sheet . With some of this 
land a street car outlet would be 
provided, and the institution made 

accessible to the city."

"The new institution should be 
built upon the segregate, or cottage 

plan The buildings should be of 

pleasing architectural design, com- 
mensurate with the dignity of the

attendants and employes. The 
main building should be the school 
house, containing at least forty 
school rooms (20x86x13) with princi- 
pal's offices, book loom, museum, 
art room, library, etc The chapel 
building adjoining the school house 
should seat 600 people on the 
second floor, the fust floor being 
given over to the gymnasium.
